Denies She Locked Children 
In Cellar 3 Days Without Food 


Wilmington, Del., July 20 (AP)— I children kept close to their mother. 
Mrs. Lulu Kennedy, mother of three, 
tearfully blamed the “malicious talk 
of neighbors" few the events that led 
to her being brought into court Fri­ 
day, charged with imprisoning her 
children in a cellar without food. 
"I won’t let my children play with 
the others In the neighborhood.” she 
said, “but I do not lock them in the 
house. 
I try to take care of them, 
and when I am at work a friend of 
mine, a man, comes home and feeds 
them.” 
Children Taken From Home 
The three youngsters were taken 
from the Kennedy house last night 
by police who battered down the 
door after other children 
in 
the 
neighborhood 
told of 
exploring a 
cellar next door, finding a hole in 
a stone partition, and passing food 
through to 
the Kennedy children. 
Brought before Judge John Lynn 
Friday, Mrs Kennedy denied that the 
children—John, 5; Mildred, 6, and 
Ellen, 8—were locked in the cellar 
three days without food. She said 
she placed them there, fed. to keep 
them off the street while she was 
at work. 
Judge Lynn released her in her 
own recognizance 
for 
a 
further 
hearing July 27, in order that au­ 
thorities might investigate her story. 
She was allowed custody of the chil­ 
dren under supervision of the chil­ 
dren’s bureau. 
Neighbors Testify 
Neighbors related that Mrs. Ken­ 
nedy, who is separated from her hus­ 
band, went out nightly, and that the 
children would go about the neigh­ 
borhood begging food.
